SENATOR JONES 
RAPS LITERARY

WASHINGTON. April 2—<;?*-As­ 
sailing the prohibition 
poll being 
conducted by the Literary Digest, 
Senator Jones, republican.

Tuesday in the senate ad­ 
vised prohibitionists to refrain from 
participation in it.

State During Post Two Weeks

The automobile added its usual 
toll of half of the accidental deaths 
in Nebraska during the two weeks 
ending March 25, according to the 
report of the Nebraska Press asso- 
cation and alate rehabilitation bu­ 
reau. 
Twenty-two deaths and 338 
injuries are 
recorded, of 
which 
eleven deaths and 200 Injuries were 
due to auto accidents. 
The number of automobile acci­ 
dents is a IOO per cent increase over 
the previous two weeks period, but 
is proportional to the record for the 
forty-six weeks since the tabulation 
was begun, In that time. 6,183 have 
been injured. Of these. 690 died and 
404 were disabled. 
Motor vehicles 
contributed 3,708 Injured to these 
figures, and resulted In 331 deaths 
and IU disabilities.

According to the report of Miss 
Horne, there was a 15 per cent In­ 
crease In circulation in March,

Fully 1,000 of this is repre­ 
sented In the circulation at College 
View, the report of this suburb not 
appearing in the tabulations In 
1929. An increase In the Juvenile 
circulation also was responsible tot 
the showing. 
Bills allowed by the board sug­ 
gested $3,800, a majority of which 
is represented in a payroll of $2,154. 
Another $1,000 went to new books, 
heat, light, new bindings and sup- 
nUeo. The purchaoe of a list of new 
books submitted by the book com­ 
mittee was authorised. 
In his report to the board Mr, 
Hyde declared that the council is 
anxioux to comply with the library 
board request. 
It was Indicated 
however, that little can be expect­ 
ed in view of the city's financial 
condition due to a limitation of the 
amount of money available for 
operating expenses. Under present 
conditions the library is spending 
virtually all of its appropriation 
for maintenance. 
This condition 
has been brought about through 
the annexation of University Place, 
Bethany and College View adding 
new branches to the library with­ 
out additional financing provisions.

T H E K A T Z C A S E . 
There has never been a more relentless fight against 
organized crime than the one which Kansas City a 
now maxing to bring to justice those responsible far 
the kidnapping of Michael H Katz, a widely known 
and w rrlthy business man of that community, whose 
release came only after kin had paid the gang which 
held him in custody $100000. 
Kidnapping a an old and primitive crime. 
It was 
practiced before there was an America and it has 
been resorted to by unscrupulous and cunning crimi­ 
nals here since colonial days. 
Yet in spite of the 
fact that the public has had experience in curbing the 
activities of kidnapping gangs, there is something of 
boldness end ruthlessness in the methods pursued by 
an efficiently organized ring in some of the larger 
cities that brings a shudder and a wave of horror. 
When a man of prominence and wealth, leaving the 
beaut.ful grounds of his palatial home, in an expen­ 
sive and powerful car, can be aet upon while driving 
along one of the most public thoroughfares and ab­ 
ducted there is every reason why honest, law abiding 
citterns should demand those responsible few* the crime 
should be brought to earth no m atter what the cost. 
That Is what happened to Katz. There were eyewit­ 
nesses to the kidnapping within a hundred feet of the 
car from which one of the gang Jumped to the run­ 
ning board of Kau* machine, to strike his victim over 
the head and then drive off to an unknown rendez­ 
vous. 
And, then, when a brother of the kidnapped 
man had raised the $100000, K ats was taken to one 
of the most beautiful spots along the famous Cliff 
drive, and there aet free. 
If the gang had studiously planned to reveal their 
atipreme contempt for th# police, and for other law 
enforcement agencies they could not have improved 
upon the methods they used. They struck a t a man 
known to thousands of people in Kanaaa City. They 
seized him in the presence of more than a acor# of 
people, and drove away along a crowded street. Even 
after it was known th at Katz had 
been kidnapped, 
they freed him at a spot where automobile traffic is 
heavy 
There was no secrecy or fear exhibited by the 
gang which got Katz. 
Its members were supremacy 
confident of their ability to outwit the police. 
The Incident reveals the degree of daring which 
characterizes crime. It can only be explained by the 
fact th a t criminals are willing to gamble against de­ 
tection. arrest and conviction, knowing th at the stokes 
are to be high and the chances of escape large. Even 
after the law enforcement agencies make arrests, it 
is a disheartening and discouraging Job 
to 
secure 
convictions. 
The 
prosecutor in meeting 
the 
new 
challenge of crime is armed with the same machinery 
in the law courts which served the needs of Justice 
during the colonial period. It is a new civilization 
which we have created but our legal processes for the 
protection of society remain the same. 
The most difficult crime to establish In court be­ 
fore a Jury inclined to be sympathetic and lenient to­ 
ward the accused Is kidnapping. The nature of the 
deed makes proof uncertain and largely circum stan­ 
tial 
Unless the victim is able to identify his kid­ 
nappers and he rarely is, the prosecutor faces a back­ 
breaking task to secure conviction. 
But Judging by 
the frequency with which kidnapping is being prac­ 
ticed In Kansas City, Chicago. St. Louis and other 
centers of population and wealth, the law enforce­ 
ment rcenotes of this country must prepare them ­ 
selves for the greatest struggle against an efficient 
organization which seems to be nationwide in its ac­ 
tivities. 


THE HAVELOCK ELECTION. 
The most amazing feature of the Havelock election 
upon the question of annexation was the substantial 
majority recorded in favor of th# proposal, Moro than 
two to one voted for annexation. 
Havelock is the last of the suburbs to abandon IU 
individual government and to become a part of the 
corporate limits of greater Lincoln. Bethany. College 
View, Normal, and University Place had already ap­ 
proved annexation. The vast amount of expansion In 
the residential district*, however, long ago obliterated 
lines so that to all appearances Lincoln and its sub­ 
urbs were one city. Now that Havelock has approved 
annexation, the majority of Lincoln citizens will re­ 
joice. and It should follow that the shop town will be 
benefited in a corresponding degree. 
But the annexation program which Is now complete 
has imposed a duty upon the citizens of Lincoln. T#.»t 
is in connection with the budget restrictions upon ex­ 
penditures. Lincoln’s home rule charter at this time 
places a definite limitation upon the amount of money 
which can be raised for governmental purposes. With 
the added responsibility of policing, sanitation, and 
fire protection for the suburban areas, it will be nec­ 
essary for the people of Lincoln to approve of a larg­ 
er budget fear the city government.* 
The city commission should not delay action upon 
this m atter. 
It should complete 
definite 
concrete 
studies of the funds needed for greater Lincoln and 
should present those conclusions to the people a* soon 
as possible. 
The people of the suburbs have shown 
their good faith by approving annexation. It now de­ 
volves upon the people of Lincoln to perform their 
port of their program by approving of a budget to 
care for all of the needs of the larger community.

ANOTHER FIFTH WHEEL PROPOSAL. 
Everyone sympathizes with the m an out of employ­ 
ment. and no economic problem Is more im portant 
than finding work which will enable willing toilers to 
support 
themselves 
and 
their families. 
But it la 
doubtful whether a new federal commission with an 
appropriation of $150,000,000 a t IU disposal, whose 
business would be to collect unemployment inform a­ 
tion, serve as an employment bureau, and recommend 
a program for public works construction, would be 
worth its cost to lilt bonally* 
The United Stoles government already has a labor 
departm ent possessing the necessary m achinery for 
dealing with unemployment. 
It has branch offices 
located in many cities supposedly helping to find Jobs 
for men th at need them. If th# departm ent la falling 
down on its Job. what assurance is there th a t another 
bureaucratic organization will do any better? 
If it 
is functioning efficiently, there Im no need of dupli­ 
cating its activities. 
Certainly, the record made by the multitude of spe­ 
cial boards, commissions, and bureaus now in exist­ 
ence does not Inspire confidence In them. The gov­ 
ernm ent would do far better to spend the money di­ 
rectly for new construction work and to th a t extent 
relieve unemployment. Of course, it could not under­ 
take the task of finding a Job for every man who does 
not have one; but it could do a lot better than hand 
over $150,000,000 to pay the salaries and expenses of 
a bunch of commissioners and an army of lawyer*, 
statisticians, investigators, clerk*, stenographers, and 
others who would be the chief beneficiaries. 
There are great tabor 
organizations 
representing 
virtually every branch of industry and craftsm anship, 
which have branches in the various states. These or­ 
ganizations could do much to help unemployed men 
find work; in fact, they are already doing so to a 
large extent. Furtherm ore, every city in the country 
could do what Lincoln ha# done, by establishing a lo­ 
cal employment 
agency to give 
assistance free of 
charge to persons looking for Jobs. These things do 
not need to be left to the federal government. 
Perhaps if the secretory of labor in President Hoov­ 
er’s cabinet were giving his attention to his own Job, 
instead of running for United States senator in Penn­ 
sylvania, he m ight have lent a helping hand in th# 
solution of the unemployment problem. 
His appar­ 
ent indifference to the m atter is typical of W ashing­ 
ton bureaucrat*; and there is no assurance th a t re­ 
sults would prove any better under a separate com­ 
mission. 


GETTING AT THE TRl'TH . 
A correspondent of the Omaha W orid-Herald wants 
to know why it is “so difficult to get unbiased and de- 
penable information upon any subject that can be 
made one of controversy ’’ In the very next

FLYING COPS. 
Denver has added a flying squadron composed of 
four officers trained for a m anhunt on land or in the 
air to its police protective devices. The squad will be 
given intensive training in the use o t every type of 
firearm from pistols to machine guns. The men 
chosen for the work had all had flying experience and 
are to be given additional training in air maneuver* 
and the use of weapons from planes. 
• 
While the flying squadron was designed especially 
for emergencies relative to protecting the Colorada 
capitol from danger, the Denver police chief has 
announced that it will be available for purposes out­ 
side of the city. such as the m an-hunt which followed 
the robbery recently of a Manter, Ka*. bank, which 
moved through half a dozen counties in two stat** 
with one sheriff killed and several wounded. 
The Denver action is indicative of the trend of law 
enforcement agencies In their attem pt to cope with 
an Increasing crime difficulty due to mechanical aids 
accessible to criminals. 
Such an aid would have been valuable in many 
Nebraska robberies of recent years, particularly in the 
case of bank robberies where the offenders have all 
too often disappeared in a rapidly moving automobile. 
T hat airplane pursuit would not alway* be successful 
is self evident, but th at it is capable of certain work 
which an automobile is not, is Just as evident. An air­ 
plane crew could, in times of emergencies, patrol vast 
sections of this great state. It is one of the many 
developments which may be looked toward in the 
future.
